Talks start 


in Geneva

GENEVA. — The Foreign Minis- 
ters of Britam, Greece and Turkey 
began a meeting last night in a bid 
to establish a lasting peace in war- 
torn Cyprus. 

The talks, which are expected to 
last throughout the weekend, are in~ 
tended to guarantee the durability 
of the fragile cease-fire. 

When Turkish Foreign Minister 
Turan Gunes flew in here from An- 
kara he called for a federal structure 
for Cyprus which would avoid par- 
tition of the island. Gunes said he 
looked forward to the peace talks 
“with a lot of hope” because, with 
a civilian government in Greece, he 
expected good sense from Athens’ 


; new rulers. 


The suspicion engendered by the 
bitterness and bloodshed of the past 
week was also symbolized by the 
sudden move by the Turkish delega- 
tion to the peace talks from Ge- 
neva’s Intercontinental Hotel after 
they discovered the Greek diplomatic 
team. was staying there. The Turks 
switched to a suburban hotel. 


One of the top problems on the 
three Foreign Ministers' agenda will 
be the fate of 783 prisoners of war 
which Turkey announced it was 
holding. 

British Foreign Secretary James 
Callaghan, who took the initiative in 
organizing the tripartite talks, ex- 
pressed optimism when he arrived 
from London.

We cannot afford 
to regard our enemy lightly and we 
τουδὶ have confidence in our own 
strength, for it we are properly pre- 
pared then war can be avoided.” 

Rabin urged talka with the Arab 
states but not entertaining any il- 
lusionas about quick results. He stres- 
sed the risks of not going ahead 
with talks were greater than ab- 
staining from them. Arms supplies 
must be linked with diplomatic ac- 
tivity. 

Syria remained the most radical 
Arab country in its hostility to Israel 
and Lebanon would only follow the 
leadership of the others. The pros- 
pect remained of talks with Bgypt 
and Jordan. He bad said im this con- 
nection on a number of occasions: 
“We have to test any prospect of 
negotiations first and foremost with 
Egypt and perhaps with Jordan,” 
adding: “After all, we do want a 
settlement; if not full peace then at 
least a state of no-war.” 

Rabin highlighted the nuances in 
the Sadat-Hussein communique after 
their recent meeting in Cairo which 
indicated certain shifts away from 
the traditional Arab stand which had 
made for an unbridgeable gap with 
Israel. 

The Prime Minister was anxious 
about the prospect of the resurrec- 
tion of the Arab eastern front, He 
noted Syrian President Assad's 
switch in Hussein's favour, opting 
for the Hashemite king rather than 
the terrorist leaders. As Assad fa- 
voured war rather than diplomacy 
in treating with Israel, Rabin be- 
lieved. the Syrian leader thought he 
could best rely on Hussein in ἃ 
future battle. 

The Premier said Israel could take 
credit for Jordan staying out of the 
Yom Kippur War. However, he re- 
vealed, “the Americans told us that 
Jordan believes the other Arab 
countries that entered the fray be- 
nefited territorially in the disengage- 
ment talks while it stayed out and 
lost out.

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Greek jails throw open doors 
as free press publishes again 


ATHENS. Greek jails threw 
Open their doors yesterday as the 
general amnesty declared on Wed- 
nesday went into effect, and many 
newspapers which suspended pub- 
lication 7% ago when the 
Military junta took power began 
uncensored publication once more. 

The jail on the island of Yaros 
released 50 political inmates who 
had deen held without trial. Friends 
and relatives crowded into the 
small harbour of Porto Rafti on 
Greece's east coast to welcome 
them home, aboard a tugboat. 

Among those who are to be freed 
in the next few days in accordance 
with the amnesty decree is German 
writer Goanter Wallraf, sentenced 
to 14 months’ imprisonment in May 
for violation of martial law. Wall- 
raf had staged a one-man protest 
against the military regime, calling 
for the restoration of democratic 
freedom and the releaze of political 
prisoners. 

Greece was calm yesterday after 
the jubilation which followed Tues- 
day’s announcement of the end of 
military rule. Most Greeks waited 
for Premier Karamanlis to make 
his first address to the nation on 
radio and television last night. 

Greek military leaders, who in-

vited Karamantis to lead the coun- 
try’s new civilian government, re- 
mained in the background of 
events. Evangelos Averoff-Tositsas, 
the new Minister of Defence, denied 
reports that the head of the power- 
ful military police, Brig. Dimitrios 
Toannides, had been arrested or 
resigned, 

Asked if he thought the army 
was obeying the new government, 
Averoff said: “I do not have a de- 
tailed picture of the situation. From 
what I have been able to see up to 
now, I can say that the Greek 
army in its entirety is loyal to the 
new government, which, i think, 
represents the overwhelming ma- 
jority of the Greek people.” 

Averoff, 64, a former Foreign 
Minister, was imprisoned last year 
for participation In an abortive 
woup attempt by the Greek navy. 

‘Wednesday saw the return of 2 
free press, the first uncensored 
newspapers to be published after 
7% years of Greek military rule. 

Even papers shut down by the 
junta managed to assemble staffs 
and come out with special editions 
welcoming the returns of Premier 
Constantine Karemanlis from his. 
self-imposed exile in aPris. 
“Eleftheros Kosmos,” for years 


the unofficial voice of the military 
rulers, changed its complexion 
overnight and splashed Karamanlis’ 
arrival picture across its front page. 
The publisher called on the Greek 
people to get behind the new pre- 
mier as the only hope for the 
country. 

An editor said there was one 
disquieting uote — the supreme 
military commander in the Athens 
area summoned chief editors of 
capital newspapers and asked them 
“not to create public anxiety.” 

For the first time since the fight- 
ing in Cyprus, Greek newspapers 
published uncensored accounts by 
foreign news agencies. The English 
lan; “Athens News” had re- 
fuged to publish earlier this week, 
because the military junta was dic- 
tating what could be said of the 
Cyprus war. 

. Many exiles — both those exiled 
by the military junta and those 
whose exile was self-imposed — 
began to return home. 

Exiles scheduled to arrive today 
included Lady Amalia Fleming, 
Greek widow, of the discover of 
penicillin, and Greek- Navy Com- 
mander Pappas, who in May, 1973, 
sought political asylum in Italy.

PARIS (UPI). — President Valery 
Giscard d'Estaing said yesterday he 
will go on fighting for the rights 
of French women and will not allow 
ccurts to put on trial 2 woman who 
had an illegal abortion. 

Speaking at his first news con- 
ference since his election on May 19, 
the President said, “I have issued or- 
ders to legai authorities that there 
must be no prosecution of women 
who had had abortions in violation 
of the 1920 law.” Under that law 
women can be sent to prison if they 
had an abortion not formally ap- 
proved by doctors for health ressons. 

Conservative political and civic 
pressure groups have been accusing 
Giscard of going too far too fast with 
his reforms. ᾿ 
.In the short span of less than 
two months, he has enacted legis- 
lation lowering the voting age 
from 21 to 18 years, permitting 
wide use of contraceptive pills and 
economic and social reforms. 

He said he will spend the next 
full week studying an overhaul of 
the armed forces He also said that 
France will resolve her difficulties 
arising from the steep oil import 
Price increases in her own way 
and she is hostile to heavy invest- 
ment of oil-rich countries in 
France's industry.

The Cabinet's willingness to admit 
Palestinians at Geneva as part of the Jor- 
danian delegation is not limited to parti- 
ekpation of Jordanian officials who happen 
to be Palestinian-born. Israel would be 
ready to entertain other Palestinians — 
but not the terrorists. 


Yariv hypothesis 


What, then, could be a practical point 
of dispute between the Cabinet majority 
amd the Kol-Shemtov minority? The only 
one that comes to mind ts the hypothesis 
posited by Information Minister Yariv two 
weeks ago, a hypothesis from which he 
nimbly retreated at "5 Cabinet meet- 
ing, explaining that the Sadat-Husseln joint 
communique had matters. 

If the ‘Palestine Liberation Orzanization 
were to renounce the 1968 Palestine Cov- 
mant (which called for the destruction of 
Israel), Mr. Yarlv had volunteered to a 
radio interviewer, and 15 it were to disavow 
its policy of terrorism, then Israel could 
possibly negotiate with it. 

The Kol-Shemtov group would — presu- 
mably, the question was not ratsed at the 
Cabinet in this form — go along with the 
earlier Yariv on this (Yariv himself recanted 
to side with the majority at the Cabinet).
